connections, "If I see the past in your eyes.. 

Meghan Kelly, presently studying at the Museum 
of Fine Art, read works that spoke of the tragedy of war in 
Nicaragua - how blood held honor - while war offered no 
respite. And as she read, one felt the sadness, the futility 
of taking a human life. 

The theme of war, its fallout, and the suffering 
of those who are left to remember the fallen, was visited 
several times during the event. 

John Heavey read a piece that held memories 
of visiting his grandparents. Heavey honored his 
grandfather, a man who had been a solider in both WWI 
and WWII. He reflected on his grandfather's laughter, a 
sound he could still clearly hear while wondering, "Did 
he laugh that way during war?" 

Barbara Despres also wrote of war, of soldiers' 
sacrifices, of "hellish places" never forgotten, and of a 
fallen fighter's lament from a grave in foreign soil. "How 
many remember me now?" Despres also wrote from the 
perspective of a more mature voice in her poem titled, 
"What Is Life." In this piece, she asks the reader to allow 
life to be the total, the sum of all, that "Life is a dream 
come true." 

The poets spoke of the ongoing pain associated 
with losing a loved one, a pain heard in each word they 
spoke. 

Heidi Dube wrote The Widow's New Lover with 
the heart-wrenching conclusion that new love is possible. 
Love, in its many forms, can merge to become, perhaps, 
a bit unexpected as she wrote, "The way you love his 
children." Truly something any mother would cherish. 

Paul Mercier also wrote of loss through the 
imagery of a baseball game, of a father whose support has 
encouraged him throughout life, and whose loss will be 
felt, not just as nine innings pass, but every time he steps 
up to the plate of the present. 

Death was a theme visited more than once, but 
also with a bit of humor as in the words of Liz LaValle 
when she read that "Death was on Twitter," as most 
people are. She also shared a piece titled Gypsy Cousin 
that evoked the images of gossamer floating in the ether 
where the future might be conjured through cards. 
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There was the joy of birth, as shared by Ann 
Briggs, who read a piece about the glory of a foal being 
born. "My knees were shaking more than his." 

Marybeth Yarmac used the poetic form to share 
Stories, her memories of a childhood spent in joyful 
pursuit of bugs and games and the esprit de corps of 
children. "Stories save our lives," Yarmac said. 

Theresa Dali shared Scars In The Basement, a 
piece that spoke of projects completed or left to collect 
dust like unfinished sentences covered, forgotten in time. 
She also shared a piece about a much beloved aunt whose 
presence is still felt and whose "magical suppers" are still 
tasted. Dali also read a piece that glowed with physical 
love, with the lights of Paris and the joining where two 
become one. 

While most of the poems were in the form of 
imagery, narrative, or blank verse, one poet read her 
haikus. Brief, slicing to the point or tumbling one syllable 
to the next, Madeline Cook wrote about a friend lost and 
another found, of joy balanced by pain, of a mother's love 
as faith, and the warmth of being home. 

The event also allowed participants to read the 
works of other poets. B.J. Nooth read from works written 
by a Native American poet Joy Harju. She read Speaking 
Tree and Praise the Rain, in which the latter of the two 
works is one that compels the reader to find praiseworthy 
moments in all of life.

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roses for the occasion while the cameraman prepared 
his equipment. People from inside the surrounding 
businesses watched from their windows as Guja taped 
an introduction to the surprise that was to come. "Is this 
for real?" one woman asked. "Yup, this is definitely real," 
Guja told her. 

The small caravan of cars made the 15-minute 
ride to Hall's house, everyone hopeful that he would be 
home. If not, it wouldn't be the first time, said Guja. There 
have been times when the Prize Patrol has had to wait 
hours for a winner to return home. There is no pre-Prize 
Patrol surveillance. It all happens by chance, and how it 
unfolds is always a surprise for everyone. 

When no one answered to Guja's attempts at the 
two front doors, the group quietly proceeded to the back 
of the house. There the group spotted two cars in the 
gravel driveway, a good sign, Guja remarked. But when 
no one answered after several minutes of knocking on 
several other doors, everyone began to wonder where 
Hall could be. It wasn't until just after 3:30 that Hall found 
himself face to face with one of those gigantic checks with 
his name on it - written out for $50,000. 

"Wow," said Hall with a calmness that bordered 
on unenthused. Not an uncommon response, said Guja 
who has seen it all, from winners jumping and screaming 
in hysterics to patients on oxygen gasping for air. 

Hall might have been cool, calm, and collected at 
first, but it wasn't long before it started setting in. 

"Alrighty!" he perked up. 

Then Guja asked Hall the $50,000 question of the 
day: "What do you plan to do with all this money?" 

His one-word reply: "Debt," said a sensible Hall. 
And the $50,000 should take care of most of it, he said 
graciously. But, man, it would be nice if he could win that 
grand prize of $14,000 a week for life a few weeks later, he 
alluded. 

Sure, the odds of winning the super prize are 
about 2.4 billion to 1. But, as Hall wisely pointed out, "If 
you don't play, you won't win." And Hall plays every 
chance he gets. 

"Every time I get one, I put it in the mail," said 
Hall. He doesn't spend his time on the PCH website

No Support from Selectmen on 
TURF Ballot Question

Town Meeting voters on May 13 will see two 
articles for two Proposition 2 Vi exemption questions 
slated for the ballot this Election Day - one to fund a new 
fire station, and one to fund Mattapoisett's share of the 
$2 million ORR athletic field complex and auditorium 
project. 

On April 12 the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
approved the language for the two ballot question articles 
that will first be debated at Town Meeting before voters 
go to the polls May 21. 

Question one will read: "Shall the Town of 
Mattapoisett be allowed to exempt from the provisions 
of Proposition Two and One-Half, the amounts required 
to pay for the bond issued in order to design, engineer, 
bid, construct, equip and furnish a new Fire Station to 
be located on the parcel of Town-owned land shown as

incidental and related costs." 

Many in Mattapoisett have heard about the 
dire straits the current fire station suffers, primarily due 
to age. OSHA's regulations demand a variety of safety 
features in all municipal fire stations to ensure interior 
air quality meets standards, that there is adequate space 
to decontaminate equipment and personal gear, and 
adequate shower rooms for coed staffing, to name a few. 

Mattapoisett's current fire station meets none of 
those standards. 

Voters will be asked in Question One to allow the 
town to borrow several million dollars to build the new 
station adjacent to the Police Station. 

"What we'll do is recast soon-to-be-expiring 
debt," Town Administrator Michael Gagne told The 
Wanderer during a follow-up. He said the plan is to 
take some funds from revenue to apply to bonds that 
were originally secured for capital school and library 
improvements years ago. With those coming to an end, 
Gagne believes the plan will allow for the fire station to 
be paid off without taxpayers seeing a spike to property 
taxes. 

Proposition 2 Vi, Gagne explained, allows for 
towns to borrow, with voters' approval, to override 
the legislative tax levy restriction when seeking "an 
exclusion." 

But voters are also being asked to incur debt for 
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said. "If it fails at Town Meeting but passes on the ballot, 
then the towns will have to revisit the question at another 
Town Meeting," Gagne further explained. 

During a prior working meeting held on April 
5, the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen discussed the 
ORR TURF Committee proposal and its estimated $2 
million price tag. This proposal would financially impact 
the tri-towns, Gagne said April 5, with Marion picking 
up 28 percent of the costs, Mattapoisett 34 percent, and 
Rochester 36 percent - figures the committee arrived at 
based on student enrollment. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer was concerned about 
whether the project had been cycled through the ORR 
capital needs process, and the board expressed unease 


Old Rochester Regional High School athletic facilities and 
auditorium renovations and improvements. 

Question two will read: "Shall the Town of 
Mattapoisett be allowed to exempt from the provisions of 
Proposition Two and One-Half, the amounts required to 
pay for the bond issued in order to design, engineer, bid, 
construct certain improvements to the Athletic Facilities 
and Auditorium at the Old Rochester Regional High 
School at 135 Marion Road, as shown on the Mattapoisett 
Assessors May 3, Lot including any and all incidental and 
related costs." 

"The voters in all three towns must agree to incur 
this debt," Gagne said. It will take a two-thirds vote for 
the questions to pass, two-thirds in all three towns, he 
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over the potential financial impact a project of this size 
would have on Mattapoisett, despite of the shared costs. 

"My feeling is, it is going to be a debt service," 
Collyer stated two weeks ago, adding, "You do not have 
the capital in the levy to fund this." 

A date is pending when a joint meeting between 
the Finance Committee, Capital Planning, and the ORR 
Turf Committee may take place. Gagne told the board that 
a proposed date of April 18 was scuttled due to spring 
vacation. 

During an April 16 follow-up with Collyer, he 
said of the ORR Turf Project, "Something has to be done, 
but not now." 

For Collyer, the current condition of the athletic 
fields and other high school facilities may very well need 
repairs; however, he said, "We've been talking to them 
about maintenance. I don't know if it's a lack of money, 
or management, or whose fault it is, but they (ORR) don't 
plan maintenance well. 

"It's not the right time, and they didn't follow the 
Capital Plan Process," Collyer continued. "They brought 
in a non-profit group and thrust this upon us." 

Collyer said the ORR TURF project wasn't on the 
high school's capital list. 

But it is fair, Collyer added, that the project 
appear on the ballot. But, in Collyer's opinion, unlike the 
new fire station, which he said the Town had worked hard 
to plan for in an effort to keep taxpayer impact negligible.

the "fields" project was not put through the same fiscal 
disciplines. 

"If they had come to us with some offsets that 
would have helped," Collyer continued, but he said 
nothing was offered in terms of how to pay for a bond 
if one was put in place. "I don't think the TURF project 
is one we can push off indefinitely, but we need to see a 
fully conceived business plan." 

Selectman Tyler Macallister told The Wanderer on 
April 16, "For the record. I'm not against fixing the field 
and other things, but we have a vetting process. ... This 
circumvented that process." 

Macallister went on the say that, over the years, 
selectmen have discussed the condition of the fields and 
other areas of the school and its property, "But they didn't 
listen - it was ignored. 

"We are not a funding source with unlimited 
funds," Macallister said. "This was handled poorly ... and 
I don't ever remember being invited to a meeting with 
them."

weeding the garden. The youngster with the unrestrained 
imagination found a solution - why not use the geese 
raised on the property to do the work for him? Berg 
explained the mechanics. 

"I built a cage to contain the geese, then they 
would eat the weeds." 

The moveable living weed whacker was created, 
giving the boy the freedom for other projects. 

In sharing this first tidbit, Berg said his 
presentations have been primarily for school children - 
children who he was trying to excite and encourage to 
get involved with S.T.E.M. programs. But he was also 
exposing the development of his own creative process, 
one where boundaries truly could be leapt if only one 


When he was in the eighth grade, he became 
fascinated with space travel. He watched the popular TV 
programs of the time, such as Star Trek, and dreamed 
about states of suspended animation that he believed 
would be necessary to travel through space. This led him 
to his own study of hamsters at home in his basement. 

Berg said that he learned hamsters would go into 
hibernation if exposed to a temperature of 45 degrees. 

He placed two critters in the family refrigerator, he said, 
"behind the bottles of milk and food so they couldn't 
be seen." However, when the desired effect had been 
achieved, he thought that he had killed the tiny test 
subjects. Taking them back to the basement before anyone 
could see what he had done, he left the lifeless bodies 
there. When he returned later, they were gone. Berg was 
pleased and relieved. The experiment had worked! 

Then, there was the windmill. 

By the ninth grade, Berg was hearing about the 
energy crisis taking over the country. This was yet another 
problem to be solved. With a burgeoning mind focused 
on creative solutions, Berg's thirst to understand and to 
explore possibilities increased. Berg called his mother at 
work to explain that he would be building a windmill for 
their home and installing it on the garage roof. 

"I don't think she heard me clearly," he said with 
an impish smile. 

Somehow, the young man gained the cooperation 
of a neighbor with a crane - yes, a neighbor with a crane 
- and placed the windmill he'd constructed on the roof. 
There was the need to cut a hole in the garage roof for the 
associated wiring and assembly, but those details were 
small for young Berg. The windmill was up and would 
solve the problem of providing energy to the household - 
until his mother came home. 

"That was not a good day," Berg confessed. He 
learned quickly how to repair a roof. 

Undeterred by early failures, as often is the case 
with inventors, creators, and those whose minds go where 
others do not, Berg knew early on that he would study 
mechanical engineering. 

Because of his intense interest and desire to

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get into the space program, Berg attended the Naval 
Academy Preparatory School in Newport, "because 
all the astronauts were Navy guys." Later, he would 
study engineering at the University of Massachusetts 
Dartmouth and, still later, complete his education at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

After realizing that, perhaps, a career in 
aeronautics was a bit too boring for his active 
imagination, Berg would venture off becoming a prime 
mover in the world of start-up companies working on 
a variety of solutions such as 3-D printing, fingerprint 
analysis, anti-theft locks for the retail industry, and LED 
lighting. 

Carpe Diem would be selected for the New York 
Port Authority's premiere project formerly known as the 
"Freedom Tower" and now called "One World Trade 
Center," the tallest building in the western hemisphere. 

"It's the brightest LED ever built," Berg said. 

He, along with the staff members, are now 
working on maintenance issues that have arisen since the 
first rays of intense light were beamed into the heavens - 
that issue being lightning. How does one protect the LED 
system when lightning strikes the tower? 

Berg passed around a diode currently in 
development to protect the delicate lighting system. The 
technical team thinks they are on the right track. 

"I've built a career on past experiences," said 

Berg. 
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From hard drives - or should one say, from 
'gardening solutions' to DVD optical storage to fiber optics 
and holographs, it's all in Berg's wheelhouse. 

As science continues to be challenged by the 
demands of modern mankind and vice versa, Berg is 
exploring the potentials that may be found in nano-science 
and manufacturing possibilities therein. He spoke of 
pigment-less plasmatic color and how major players in the 
virtual world - Google, Facebook, and Apple, to name a 
few - are pouring "big money into it." 

And the list of possibilities goes on, as Berg's Carpe 
Diem group considers medical uses for nano-technologies. 
He explained that the scales of the Galapagos shark, which 
do not allow the growth of bacteria, could be replicated in 
the laboratory with the same result. 

"This is being explored for catheter tubing," he 

said. 

For anyone who has suffered infection via medical 
appliance introduction, this understated discovery is quite 
significant. 

Berg's presentation was a grand conclusion to the 
museum's exhibit titled, "Movers and Shakers," which 
debuted in the summer of 2018.

Pickles Pleads 'Not Guilty' to 
Criminal Charges

Ray Pickles pleaded not guilty to six charges 
of Larceny over $250 during his arraignment at the 
Plymouth County Superior Court in Brockton on Friday, 
April 12. 

The 85-year-old Marion town clerk is facing 
criminal charges related to his former position as 
executive director of the Carver, Marion, Wareham 



Regional Refuse Disposal District (CMWRRDD), and 
stands accused of stealing over $610,000 from the District 
over six years. 

Standing in the courtroom with his hands clasped 
in front of him, smiling slightly and looking less frail than 
he has during other recent public appearances. Pickles 
stated "not guilty" to each of the six criminal counts 
brought against him by the Attorney General's Office. 

Special Assistant Attorney General John Brooks, 
the main prosecutor of the case, said one criminal count 
relates to an account with Rockland Trust Bank that 
Pickles opened on behalf of the District, from which he 
made 269 cash withdrawals totaling $306,000. 

"It was, essentially, a secret account," said Brooks,

of which neither the District's board or the District's 
bookkeeper was aware. 

Brooks stated that Pickles opened another similar 
account with Eastern Bank, from which he stole $65,000 
in checks Pickles wrote out to himself and, from a third 

account. Pickles 
allegedly wrote 
himself 43 checks 
totaling $35,000. 

Pickles is also 
accused of billing 
the District for 
work that he did 
not perform, and 
allegedly billed 
Barden's Boat Yard 
on behalf of the 
District for fuel that Pickles used for his own private boat. 

When Brooks asked the judge to move with 
the case on track "C", the track that most murder, 
kidnapping, manslaughter, and rape cases are assigned.

the judge asked him if he was sure, given that with track 
C it could take up to three years for the case to go to 
trial. Brooks confirmed his preference, saying that there 
was a significant number of documents involved in the 
discovery process, but Brooks added that he thinks it 
might not take quite as long as three years. 

A pre-trial hearing was scheduled for June 6 at 
the Plymouth County Superior Court in Plymouth. 

Robert Tinkham Jr., 57, was also arraigned on his 
two criminal counts - one for Larceny over $250 and one 
for Presentation of False Claims. 

Tinkham is accused of accepting $50,000 in 
payments authorized by Pickles for work that was never 
performed. At the time, Tinkham was the chairman of the 
District's board, as well as the health agent for the Town 
of Carver. 

Tinkham's case is also slated for Track C, with a 
pre-trial conference set for the same date as Pickles'. 

Pickles, Tinkham, and Pickles' wife, Diane Bondi- 
Pickles, are all defendants in a civil lawsuit filed by the 
CMWRRDD last year. In his defense. Pickles blamed the 
financial discrepancies on his age, stating in his response 
to the civil complaint, "In recent years, due to my age and 
limited professional support, my record keeping has not 
been what it was during my time as Town Manager in 
Marion and during my early years with the CMWRRDD." 

Pickles was the executive secretary for Marion for 
nearly 30 years until he retired in 2001. 

He further stated in his response to the civil 
complaint, "I deny the alleged wrongdoing. I believe that 
all of my actions were taken in the best interests of the 
CMWRRDD." 

Pickles also served as the Town's zoning 
enforcement officer some years back, and was also an 
elected member of the Board of Assessors until 2018 when 
he lost his reelection attempt amidst the controversy. He 
remains Marion's elected town clerk, and his term does 
not expire until 2020. 

The Board of Selectmen sent a letter to Pickles 
on April 2 asking him to resign in light of the Attorney 
General's indictment. Outside the Brockton courthouse. 
The Wanderer asked Pickles if he was considering a

Representative Chris Markey.

this year, now that the Marion Board of Selectmen on 
April 16 gave its informal blessing for volunteers from 
various Marion churches and organizations to join forces 
with the Department of Public Works (DPW) for the day. 

George Linzee spoke on behalf of the First 
Congregational Church of Marion, saying the church, 
along with other locals, wish to volunteer their time to 
sweep sidewalks still buried beneath the debris of this 
past winter in preparation for the upcoming spring 
season. He said the sidewalks on Front Street are where 
the group specifically wants to target as it makes its way 
to Washburn Park to meet the rest of the volunteers and 
Scouts on Saturday, April 27.

Rochester Farms Solar Project Enters the Ring 

Rochester Conservation Commission

It isn't often that the Rochester Conservation 
Commission has a light, uncomplicated agenda. But as 
sweet and easy as a spring breeze, that was the case when 
the commission met on April 16. 

Coming before the commission with an 
Abbreviated Notice of Resource Area Delineation was 
SWEB Development USA, LLC for property located at 0 
Marion Road, owned by Rochester Farms, LLC - Craig 
Canning. 

Canning was represented by Mathew Morrow, 
the environmental consulting engineer for the solar 
developer, seeking to have some 3,850 linear feet 
confirmed from wetlands flags placed by Morrow. 

Future plans for the site include a ground- 
mounted solar array - the largest one in Rochester if 
approved. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said that she 
needed time to review the flags, and requested that a peer 
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review consultant evaluate soils in ditch areas near the 
proposed site. 

After reaching an agreement of $3,000 for an 
initial peer-review consultant fee, the hearing was 
continued until June 18. 

In other business, the public hearing for a very 
large and very complicated application that has been 
wending its way through wetlands regulations and 
Planning Board review for months was again continued. 

The Notice of Intent filing by Repurpose 
Properties LLC, Buzzards Bay for a 22-duplex age- 
restricted subdivision proposed for Rounseville Road near 
Plumb Corner was continued until May 21 at the request 
of the applicant. In their missive to the commission, the 
request was made to allow for the preparation of the final 
engineering documents. 

Coming before the commission, after recusing 
herself, that is, was one of the commission's own, Maggie 
Payne, for property located at 555 Walnut Plain Road. 

Payne and her husband, Justin, sought a 
Negative Determination of Applicability for a Request 
for their Determination of Applicability for the removal 
of eight pine trees on the property that were either 
severely damaged, diseased, or threatening their home. 
The request received a Negative Determination of 
Applicability. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for May 7 at 7:00 pm in the 
Rochester Town Hall meeting room. 

Tight Schedule Cuts Beach Street Hearing Short 

Marion Planning Board

Disgruntled abutters to a project proposed for 
Beach Street left the Marion Planning Board meeting 
dissatisfied on April 16. 

The late afternoon public hearing for a new 
subdivision was cut short due to a scheduling conflict 
with the Board of Selectmen brought on by the Monday 
holiday. 

It was a packed agenda when the board met early 
on Tuesday night, and board members acknowledged 
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they would need to be efficient to get though all the 
scheduled items. 

Most in attendance were interested in a proposed 
subdivision at 213 Converse Road, owned by 22 Cove 
Street LLC, and represented this evening by David 
Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates. 

The public hearing was scheduled late on the 
docket, allowing only enough time for Davignon to 
go through the extensive list of waiver requests after 
presenting the overview of the project. 

The 3.63-acre lot, located between Beach Street 
and Zora Road, is proposed to be divided into three lots. 
One-acre Lot 3 will get its frontage on Converse Road 
with its existing house, while the other roughly one-acre 
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454 Wareham Road Marion • 508-748-1777 

lots will get their required frontage on a 20-foot wide 
paved cul-de-sac coming in off of Beach Street through a 
lot which, according to Davignon, the owners purchased 
for this purpose. 

The required drainage system is made up of 
grass swales and a "dry pond" detention basin in the 
easterly portion of lot 2. There is a wetland flagged in the 
northeast corner of the parcel, a sewer stub located on 
the Beach Street lot, and the owners intend to bring town 
sewer and water to the new lots. In addition, there will be 
a fire hydrant placed along the cul-de-sac near Lot 2. 

Neither the fire chief nor the Board of Health had 
any objections to the project. 

Before enumerating the requested waivers, 
Davignon acknowledged, "It sounds like a long list of 
waivers, but it is innocuous to me - [these regulations] are 
designed for larger subdivision plans ... and are overkill 
[for a project this size.]" 

Davignon went on to discuss the waiver from the 
materials list for the roadway, and one for the requirement 
of a development impact statement, which he said was 
designed for a subdivision of over 20 units. He described 
the requirement for a 200-foot midline radius required in 
the cul-de-sac design and illustrated why it is necessary 
for larger projects, but with the minor size of this project, 
he argued it was a "technicality, not a safety issue." 

Davignon also asked for a waiver for the use of 
granite curbs and proposed "Cape Cod berms" instead. 
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saying they were more in keeping with the neighborhood, 
citing the lack of curbs entirely on Beach Street. He also 
requested a waiver from placing the drainage pond on a 
separate lot, placing a 12-foot wide access path around it, 
requiring the pond be setback 100 feet from residences, 
and requiring a landscape architect to stamp the planting 
plans for the screening of the pond. 

Davignon pointed to the diminutive size of the 
pond, with dimensions of 35 feet by 70 feet and three feet 
deep, as support for the waiver requests. He assured the 
board that the pond will not be holding water and will 
not attract mosquitoes. 

Planning Board Chairman Will Saltonstall noted 
that Davignon's plans do not designate a species or size of 
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some of the plantings, and Davignon said the issue could 
be decided during the approval process. 

Saltonstall, noting the time and the other agenda 
items, suggested that the board "[did not] have time to 
debate this." 

Planning Board member Chris Collings remarked, 
"There's a lot to talk about." 

Saltonstall noted that the board had hired a 
consulting engineer to review the technical aspects of the 
plan, but did not have that information yet. 

Before continuing the public hearing, residents in 
attendance expressed frustration that the board was not 
allowing the public to voice their concerns this evening. 
Saltonstall urged those unable to attend the next public 
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hearing to submit their concerns in writing. 

A number of abutters also claimed to not have 
been notified about the project, as required by law. The 
hearing was continued to May 6 at 7:10 pm. 

Earlier in the evening, Davignon presented the 
board with two proposals containing Approval Not 
Required (ANR) lots, one that required a public hearing 
and one that did not. Both proposals were for 78 Wareham 
Street, owned by Henry and Judith Dejesus. 

The first was an application to create two ANR 
lots, with adequate acreage and frontage on Route 6. In 
addition, there is a 50-foot wide strip of land measuring 
110 feet at the curb cut between the two lots leading to a 
14-acre rear parcel labeled as unbuildable on the plan. 

Davignon shared a conceptual plan of what the 
rear lot could be in the future, which included five lots 
getting their frontage off of a roadway leading in from 
Route 6. This plan caused some confusion and concern 
among the Planning Board members and the public. 

George "T.J." Walker, 639 Point Road, suggested 
that the board was creating a lot without adequate 
frontage and, if the frontage was to serve as access for the 
rear parcel, the board was not discussing the adequacy of 
the way. 

Davignon responded that the ANR planning 
process was very fluid and, if the lot lines needed to be 
moved in the future, it would be a simple matter to come 
before the board with a new ANR plan. 
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Saltonstall expressed concern that the board was 
creating a non-conforming lot by default, with the rear lot 
not having adequate frontage. 

Davignon underscored where the ANR 
application states that a rear lot is not required to 
have 250 feet of frontage if it is labelled on the plan as 
"unbuildable". He urged the board to think of the process 
as analogous to a conveyance from one neighbor to 
another. 

Planning Board and board of Selectmen member 
Norm Hills stated, "[It] becomes unbuildable until 
something changes in the future." 

The board tabled this discussion to address the 
other plan before them from the same applicant. This was 
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a public hearing for a rear lot definitive subdivision plan 
for the Dejesus property east of the first proposal. 

The subdivision would create two ANR lots on 
Route 6, with the balance of the parcel becoming the rear 
lot, including the Dejesus' home. A 35-foot strip of land 
connecting the rear lot to Route 6 would meet the frontage 
requirement for a rear lot. 

Davignon highlighted the difference between 
the two proposals, saying that creating a legal rear lot 
requires that the applicants go through the subdivision 
process. 

Saltonstall stated that his "inclination is that the 
rear lot does meet the criteria." 

When board member Andrew Daniel suggested 
other ways to create access for the Dejesus home, 
Davignon said plainly, "What we have done is create 
as many ANR lots as possible and gave [Dejesus] the 
balance. ... [Dejesus is] trying to maximize property 
value." 

After an inconclusive discussion as to whether the 
rear lot must use the 35-foot access for its driveway, the 
board unanimously approved the subdivision plan. 

Saltonstall alluded to the prospect of a housing 
development occurring on the site, including a 40B, which 
prompted resident Sherman Briggs to rise to address the 
board. 

Briggs asked Davignon to show the conceptual 
design of the subdivision for the first proposal, and said.

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"I'm all for ANR and rear lots, but the Planning Board 
needs to fix our bylaws. Seven lots [in a subdivision] 
trigger a free affordable lot," Briggs continued. "That's 
why it's not happening" he said, referring to the 
conceptual plan showing a five- or six-lot subdivision 
tacked onto the two ANR lots. 

Saltonstall noted that the lawsuit brought by 
the owner of 78 Wareham Street appealing the board's 
decision regarding the solar farm proposed for the parcel 
has been dropped. After a short discussion, the board 
approved the ANR application for 78 Wareham Road, 
with the remaining rear parcel designated as unbuildable. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved 
the change of use for the Masonic Lodge located at 11 
Spring Street. Russell and Brigitte Benoit's proposal is 
for, as Benoit put it, "A non-traditional blend of physical 
therapy and personal training" for people 50 years of 
age and older. Benoit stated there would be no more 
than seven people at the business at one time. The board 
unanimously approved the change of use. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for May 6 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town 
House. 

Confusion Causes Applicant to Withdraw 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

With few other options for his conundrum, Mark 
Freitas, owner of 273 Snows Pond Road, withdrew his 
special permit application to allow two houses on one 
lot - an application that came before the Rochester Zoning 
Board of Appeals on April 11 as a result of a complaint 
lodged by a tenant who was resentful over having been 
evicted. 

Freitas bought the 4.55-acre property in 1999 with 
its house, garage, and five other smaller structures built 
by the previous owner. Freitas, after returning from living 
in Malaysia for two years, began to update the upstairs 
loft of the garage, a room that was already partially 
finished with heat and electric, to turn into a separate 
apartment space for his grown daughter. Freitas' tenant 
informed the Town that Freitas was performing the work 
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without a permit, resulting in a cease and desist order. 

Freitas explained that there is one furnace and 
one electricity account that services his main house and 
the garage, saying, "It's all tied together. It's not like I'm 
trying to build a whole separate house." He added that 
he would like to add a breezeway to completely connect 
the two buildings and add a kitchen to the upstairs of the 
garage. 

But, as ZBA member Richard Cutler pointed 
out. Snows Pond Road is not a town road; therefore, 
the property technically has no frontage. And when 
the bylaw was created decades ago to allow property 
owners to build on those large lots on Snows Pond Road, 
it stipulated that there could only be one dwelling per 
property and it couldn't be further subdivided. 

Freitas' neighbor, Richard Harding of 276 Snows 
Pond Road, said he would have no problem if Freitas 
established the separate apartment for his daughter, but 
he would have a problem if he were to have "two houses 
on one lot" as the application suggested. 

"If you're talking about letting him have an 
apartment with his daughter living on the property. I'm 
proud of him and I don't think the Town should stop him 
from doing that," said Harding. But he wouldn't want to 
see that apartment one day become rental income from 
non-family tenants. 

Things got confusing as Freitas' true intent 
became clearer. It wasn't two houses he was seeking: it 
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was actually a multi-family he really wanted. He was 
looking to connect both buildings by a breezeway, which 
would make the house and garage one structure, not two 
separate structures with dwellings. 

"Personally, I'm opposed to the two houses and 
I'm opposed to a separate apartment," said Cutler. An 
'in-law' apartment - one without a kitchen. Cutler said, "I 
wouldn't have an issue with that." 

ZBA member Kirby Gilmore, who recused himself 
from the matter because he owns an abutting property, 
said he would not have a problem if the board granted 
Freitas permission for the daughter's separate apartment. 

Building Commissioner Jim Buckles told Freitas, 
"If you want to combine them and have two separate 
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dwelling units, you could request that," although that 
was not clear to Buckles at the time, he explained. 

But for now, the application was for two houses, 
not a multi-family house. ZBA Chairman David Arancio 
advised Freitas that he could withdraw his application 
without prejudice and re-file for a multi-family if he 
wanted to, but the board gave Freitas no guarantee that it 
would be approved. 

"I guess I'll just withdraw this and re-think this," 
said Freitas. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for April 25 at 7:15 pm at the

Converse Road Subdivision Must File NOI 

Marion Conservation Commission

With no public hearings on April 10, the Marion 
Conservation Commission took the opportunity to 
discuss other agenda items. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals sent a request for 
comment regarding a special permit application by 22 
Cove Street LLC, which owns property located at 213 
Converse Road, between Zora Road and Beach Street. 

The owners are seeking waivers from a number of 
requirements for the development of a subdivision. 

Administrative Assistant Lissa Magauran 
informed the commission that a Notice of Intent (NOI) 
had been filed for the parcel and will be heard at the next 
meeting on April 24, and this information will be passed 
on to the ZBA. 

In addition, there had been a complaint about 
unpermitted work occurring at the site, which ConCom 
member Marc Belanger investigated. Belanger noted that 
there was evidence of work on the site, which resulted 
from work that had occurred last summer. Vice Chairman 
Shaun Walsh reached out to engineer David Davignon, 
who has worked on plans for the site, and his opinion 
was that the owners or contractors would not work on 
the site without permission. This seemed to satisfy the 
commission. 

At their last meeting, the commission issued an 
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enforcement order to M.P. O'Leary and K.J. Welch for 
their property at 82 West Avenue on Planting Island. The 
order pertained to work that had occurred at the site 
within resource areas under the commission's jurisdiction. 
The entire site is within the V-zone, and includes other 
resource areas, including barrier beach and salt marsh. 

The commission received confirmation that the 
enforcement order was received by the owners on April 
5, and the owners were ordered to cease and desist all 
work and install erosion control near any work that had 
occurred within three days of receipt of the letter. 

Chairman Jeff Doubrava, who was not at the 
meeting this evening and who lives near the property, had 
told Magauran he had not seen any work done on the site. 

The owners also must submit a Notice of Intent 
within 30 days of the issuance of the enforcement order. 

Walsh established that town counsel had not 
been copied on the letter, and suggested that if, after the 
commission's site visit on April 20, it is clear the owners 
have not complied with the order, town counsel should be 
notified. 

In other business, the commission sent a reminder 
letter to The Cove, which has a longstanding enforcement 
order pursuant to a fence constructed by them within the 
conservation restriction held by the Town. 

At the last appearance before the commission 
back in January, Cove representative, Kathy Reed, had 
asked for time to allow for a member of the board to 
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return from traveling. At that time, Walsh had suggested 
that The Cove determine by survey exactly where the 
fence was on the property, and come back before the 
commission with solutions to the violation. Magauran 
noted that she had been contacted by The Cove and 
had been asked for the commission's personal email 
addresses. She did not comply, and told The Cove they 
should communicate with the commission through the 
commission office. 

The commission discussed an issue at the 
bottom of Ryder Street, where a culvert empties into the 
harbor adjacent to Burr Brothers and Tabor Academy. An 
accumulation of silt has developed to the degree that, at 
low tide, small boats moored in the location sit high and 
dry. Walsh remarked that, if it can be demonstrated that 
the Town is not adequately maintaining the catch basin, it 
could be argued the Town is responsible for the issue. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for April 24 at 7:00 pm in the 
Marion Town House.

Running 
time: 129 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Available this 
week on physical and streaming home media. 

When last we saw the almost-invulnerable hero 
David Dunn (Bruce Willis), he was sitting in a diner at the 
end of 2006's Split , in a surprise appearance that linked 
the movie with David's own movie, 2000's Unbreakable. 
Both those films were written and directed by M. Night 
Shyamalan, who returns to wrap up the trilogy with 
Glass. Shyamalan doesn't really stick the landing, but I'm 
not sure he was supposed to, or was trying to. Taken in 
sum, the three movies are a morose meditation on comic¬ 
book tropes, and somewhat a critique of them; after all, 
the villains are both disabled in some way, and that's part 
of the critique, that those whose minds or bodies are not 
"normal" are destined to turn to evil. (It's a very Victorian 
notion, and the history of comics is lousy with it.) 

David's power of insight (he can tell what you're 
guilty of by bumping into you) leads him to track down 
the serial killer Kevin Wendell Crumb (James McAvoy), 
the mercurial antagonist of Split, who contends with 
dissociative identity disorder and currently has four 
cheerleaders stashed away in his rusty abandoned-factory 
hideout. When we meet Kevin here, he's letting nine- 
year-old Hedwig take the wheel, but when David arrives, 
Hedwig tags in the Beast, who roars and bellows and 
has unearthly strength. Regardless, David almost defeats 
him, until some cops led by psychiatrist Dr. Elbe Staple 
(Sarah Paulson) capture them both and lock them away 
in a featureless asylum — along with Elijah Price (Samuel 
L. Jackson), aka "Mr. Glass," who resides in a wheelchair 
because his osteogenesis imperfecta renders his bones 
brittle. Dr. Staple's goal is to get the three men to admit 
their views of themselves as exceptional — superhuman 
— are delusions. 

Currently Elijah the mastermind is zoning out 
in his chair, seemingly doped up to his eyeballs, but 
you don't hire Samuel L. Jackson and then not let him 
hold forth (although the cheeky Shyamalan denies 
Elijah speech for over an hour of screen time). There 
are times when Glass appears to fall victim to the same 
superhero cliches it's tweaking — there are plans, master 
plans, counter-plans. Everyone in the movie seems to 
be plotting, except for sweet Casey (Anya Taylor-Joy), 
a survivor of an earlier Kevin/Beast incident in Split, 
who feels a connection to Kevin, the only reachable 



and reasonable personality of "the Horde." There's also 
David's now-grown son Joseph (Spencer Treat Clark) 
and Elijah's loving mother (Charlayne Woodard), who 
must be, what, ninety years old by now? We see that 
Kevin was abused as a child by his mother, whereas Elijah 
wasn't, but they both turned out bad; Shyamalan seems 
to be saying that in some cases, it's pain that makes the 
difference between a villain and a hero. 

We're told in the movie that this is real life, and 
Shyamalan as usual grounds everything in the gray, glum 
streets and hallways of Philadelphia. But he also all but 
promises us a climactic face-off between David and the 
Beast atop a new skyscraper in the city, while Elijah plans 
to ... but why spoil it? The twist addict in Shyamalan's 
own screenwriting Horde breaks free and indulges 
himself, tying things together with a geeky abandon that's 
part sneer at and part appreciation of comic-book plotting. 
In brief, what we get just raises more questions, especially 
as regards Dr. Staple, whose name may refer to the things 
that hold together comic books. Shyamalan finishes on a 
note of half-hearted optimism that, again, is either critical 
or symptomatic of comic-book endings, which never 
really end. 

Shyamalan as writer has been erratic almost from 
the beginning; even the now-lauded Unbreakable struck 
me at the time as anticlimactic, though now, like Glass, 
it reads more as metacommentary. It's as a director, a 
filmmaker with a natural command of mood and dread, 
that Shyamalan excels. Glass, which cost a pittance by 
today's Hollywood metric ($20 million), spends a lot more 
time in quiet talking-heads passages than in superhuman 
beatdowns. Shyamalan still, two decades later, trusts 
the audience to sit still and be told a story. But they 
wouldn't sit still if his control over tone and pace weren't 
so appealingly rock-solid — there's something about a 
self-assured director that makes an audience feel secure 
that they're in competent hands. That's what happens 
here. Glass is the conclusion of a lumpy and weird trilogy, 
the cumulative effect of which inspires respect. This 
series is unconventional and therefore not satisfying in a 
conventional sense. Its strengths, and goals, lie elsewhere.

Marion Cemetery Plot Owners 

The Cemetery Commissioners (CC) would like 
to remind plot owners in the Town of Marion of some of 
the procedures and policies to be followed in all town 
cemeteries. 

Annual flowers are allowed, but must be planted 
in a flowerbed, not to exceed 12" from the marker. 

Holiday baskets, pots, and flowers placed at a 
gravesite may be removed and disposed of after 14 days 
if not picked up by owner. Artificial flowers, Christmas 
decorations, greens, or ornaments may be used November 
1- March 1 only, after which they should be removed by 
owner. Bird feeders are also not allowed as they create 
nuisances for neighboring headstones. 

All plants must be miniature or dwarf species and the 
CC reserves the right to remove or prune any overgrown 
plantings. 

Permanent decorations and / or benches must be 
approved by the CC. 

With these policies in mind, work will be taking 
place in the cemeteries (starting with Evergreen) to clean 
up and remove "volunteer" plantings such as yucca, 
cherry, oak, and bittersweet and any plantings that 
obscure a headstone. Fallen or leaning headstones are also 
going to be repaired.
